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Council Overrules Residents’ Protests, Allows NPA Parking Lot in Split Decision 


By a vote of 3 to 2, the first such 
split decision by the city council in 
recent years, Menlo Park’s govern- 
ing body Tuesday night approved 
use of a residential lot in North Palo 
Alto as a parking lot adjoining the 
All-American market at 812 Willow 
road. 

The council thus overruled pro- 
tests of a number of property own- 
ers in the area and upheld a use 
permit granted last September by 
the planning commissicn. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess, who 
cast one of the two dissenting votes, 
explained that he believed the park- 


ing lot use was the best for the val- 
ue of property in the area. But he 
said he would have favored delaying 
action on the matter until release 
of the new master plan. 

This, he felt, would make the 
parking lot more acceptable to re- 
sidents by showing how it fits 
with the overall plan. 

Cpponents of the measure spoke 
from the floor. Mrs. William Rieck- 
mann, 504 Durham street, spokes- 
man for the property owners, declar- 
ed that their stand was one of -prin- 
ciple, maintaining that the lot is 
j Zoned first class residential and

The Veterans’ Guide 


‘Cal-Vets’ Should 
Take Action 
On Program 


Immediate action has been urged 
upon all California veteran students 
who intend to take advantage of 
“Cal-Vet” educational assistance in 
the spring semester and those who 
are about to run out of benefits un- 
der the “GI Bill of Rights.” 

The advice passed along by Floyd 
Dd. Granger, veterans service offic- 
er, San Mateo county, is: 

“Come into the local.service of- 
fice right away, or go to the near- 
est office of the state division of 
educational e2ssistance. You will 
te heiped to file both your appli- 
cation to establiseh eligibility and 
your application for educational 
assistance.” 

A veteran who waits until the 
Spring semester is actually under 
way may be filing his application 
too late for necessary action to be 
taken on ‘it, Granger warned. 

California veterans of World War 
II who have exhausted or nearly 

used up their federal educational 
benefits under. the GI bill may be 
eligible for state assistance. 


This is given in the form of 
payment ef tuiticn and fees, plus 
a subsistence allowance of $40 a 
month increased 


to $50 a month to allow for the

City officials had pointed out that 
the city could not erect fences cn 
private property. A subsequent’ ef- 
fort to form an assessment district 
in the Stanford Park area was 
abandoned. (Stanford park is the 
area bounded by Middle avenue, San 
Francisquito creek, El Camino Real 
and Arbor road). 

“The movement got under way 
when residents contacted us, un- 
officially, to ask if anything could 
be done to fence the creek,’’ Burgess 
repcorted. 

“We explained that our efforts 
would have to be confined to sec- 
tions of the creek which are bor- 
dered by public roads such as 
Creek drive. 

“We also showed that it might be | 
difficult to get the support of the 
entire community for a project 
which would be of value to a relat- 
ively small part of the population. 
Persons residing along Valparaiso 
avenue, for instance, might oppose 
paying for fence on the other side 
of town.

“However, the city did assist the 
Stanford Park residents’ greup in 
the preliminary steps toward form- 
ing an assessment district, to the 
extent of providing them with pe- | 
titicns in the proper form and set- 
ting the boundaries of the distriet 


was to include all of Stanford park, 
with the exception of lots facing 
Middle avenue.” 

Members of Stanford Park resi- 
dents’ group later reported “lack 
of interest” in the project and the 
petitions were apparently not com- 
pleted, Burgess said. 

The mayor listed other factors: 

1. If the city were to call for the 
building cf a fence along the creek 
adjacent to creek drive, they might 
also be called on to erect a simlar 
ene a’ong parts of Woodland avenue. 

2. Children could continue to enter 
the creek bed through unfenced pri- 
vate property. 

3. Though the fence might be ef- | 
fective in keeping smaller children | 
out of the creek, it might nct stop 
older, more agile youngsters who| 
could climb it; if older children did | 
climb such a fence arid subsequently | 
fell into the water, the protective 
barrier might serve only to hamper 
rescue operations.
